Reports on Death. 

During Pancho Villa’s tempestuous ca- 
reer, since he broke with Carranza in 
November, 1914, there have been repeated 
reports of his being wounded and killed. 

Early in January, 1915, he was reported 
to have been shot by Col. Rodolfo Fierro, 
his personal bodyguard, during a fight in 
Villa's private car at Aguascalientes. 
This report was denied by Villa the next 
day. 

May 3, 1015, it was reported that Col. 
Olivas of Villa’s staff attacked his chief 
at Chihuahua, wounding him twice. 

Oct. 16, 1915, a report was brought to 
El Paso from Casas Grandes that Villa 
had been slain. 

Nov. 18, 1915, it was reported from 
Nogales, Ariz., that Villa had been seri- 
ously wounded in a battle at Agua de 
Coyotes, a few miles ncrth of Hermosillo, 
Sonora. His brother, Hipolito Ville, 
promptly denied the rumor. 

April 2, 1916, reports were received that 
Villa had been seriously wounded in the 
fight between his men and Carrancistas 
in the streets of Guerrero March 27. It

MAN WHO WROTE 
‘PECK’S BAD BOY’ 
DIES SUDDENLY 


A Former Wisconsin Governor, 
‘He Galned Fame with Pen; 
Son In Ghleago. 


Milwaukee Wis,, April 16.—[Special.}— 
Former Gov. George W. Peck, father of 
George W. Peck Jr. of Chicago and fa- 

‘mous the world over as the author of 
“ Peck’s Bad Boy.“ a veteran Wisconsin 
author and newspaper publisher, died this 
afternoon uncxpectedly at Riverside sani- 
tarlum. At 2 o'clock it was thought that 
he was on the way to recovery. Ata 
quarter to 3 his condition took a sudden 
turn for the worse, and the end came in 
fifteer. minutes, before his relatives could 

de summoned. 

| Six months ago he pegan to be troubled 

‘with Bright's disease, and has been kept 

to his home by this trouble much of that 
time. He was in bad health for two 

“months, then appeared to be mending. 

A week ago, however, his condition took 
a turr. for the worse and he was taken to 
the sanitarium. 


BEST KNOWN AS AUTHOR. 

‘George W. Peck's writings brought him 
a comfortable fortune. political recogni- 
tion, and the ability to devote himself to 
his pet hobby of philanthropy. 

He owned residences in Milwaukee and 
Oconomowoc, being a member much in 
demand of the summer colony at the lat- 
ter place. 

Mr. Peck was 75 years old. He was 
born in Jefferson, N. Y., and came west 
when he was a boy. His parents settled 
in Whitewater, Wis., and it was there 
he entered the printing business as @ 
printer's devil. An offer which took him 
to New York was accepted, but after a 
few months he established Peck’s Sun in 
Milwaukee, and it brought him almost 
instant recognition as a humorist. 


Elected Governor in ’90s, 

He was elected mayor of Milwaukee in 
the early 908, but remained in office only 
a short while, relinquishing the mayoral- 
ty to assume the governorship of Wis- 
onsin, to which he had been elected 
meafi while. 

He was noted for his friendship to poor 
boys, and one of his birthdays was noted 
for an excursion upon which he invited 
all the newsboys of Chicago. He was 
widely known asa hunter and gun expert. 

Of late years Mr. Peck had lived quietly 
in his mansion at 195 Prospect avenue, 
Milwaukee. Mrs. Peck died about ten 
years ago. He leaves two sons, George 
W. Jr., 63 East Division street, Chicago, 
and Roy W. Peck of Milwaukee.

The letter from the vatican, made public 
here today, says: 

The supreme pontiff has with interest 
taken notice of the letter bearing date 
Dec. 30, 1915, which you have been pleased 
to address to him in the name of the 3,000,- 
000 Jewish citizens of the United States 
of America, in order to communicate to 
him generally the treatment to which 
your coreligionists complain that they 
have been exposed in various regions, and 
at the same time you have requested him 
to interpose the weight of his supreme 
moral and spiritual power in order that 
these sufferings may be terminated by an 
act of that humanity to which the holy 
father is so passionately devoted, 


“All Men Brethren.” 

“The supreme pontiff is unable to ex- 
press himself concerning the special! facts 
referred to in the memorandum submit- 
ted with your letter, but in principle, as 
the head of the Catholic church, which, 
faithful to its divine doctrine and to its 
most glorious traditions, considers all 
men as brethren and teaches them to 
love one another, he will not cease to 
inculcate the observance among individ- 
uals as among nations of the principles of 
patural right and to reprove every vio- 
ation of them. This right should be ob- 
seryed and respected in relation to the 
children of Israel as it should be az to all 
men. 


Zalvation in Law and Love. 

Moreover, in his paternal heart, 
pained by the spectacle of the existing 
horrible war, the supreme pontiff feels 
in this moment more deeply than ever 


the necessity that all men shall recol- 


lect that they are brothers and that 
their salvation lies in the return to the 
law and love, which is the law of the 
gospels.

Last Tuesday state-wide primaries, 
which didn’t seem to settle anything so 
far as party organma tions go, wete the 
most costly, per capita, in the state's 
history since the direct law became effeo- 
tive. 

To name fifty-eight delegates to the 
national couventions and elect county 
and ward committeemen, taxpayers of 
Illinois will have to foot a bill of approxi- 
mately $700,000, 

In Cook county the taxpayers will have 
to pay approximately 52.10 for every 
ballot put in the box on the question of 
whether “ Big Bull.“ Charles 8. Deneen, 
or Edward J. Brundage shall be the “ big 
doss ip alloting jobs in the Republican 
household, and whether Roger C. Sul- 
livan or Carter H. Harrison shall say who 
can and who cannot run on the party 
slate for public offices in Cook county 
this tall. 

This is based on the vote of 77,862 for 
Medill MoCormick, the high man for Re- 
publican delegate at large, and 88,919 for 
Robert M. Sweitzer, Democrat, making a 
total of 166,781. Chief Clerk Egan esti- 
mates the cost in the county at about 
$350,000, which makes the average per 
vote $2.10.

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MALARIA CONFERENCE. 

HE following views were expressed 
at the recent malaria conference 
at Memphis. Malaria costs the 
country more than $100,000,000 a 
year. When the country is freed 

from malaria farming land in the ma- 
larial districts will increase in price on 
an average more than $10 an acre. 

The disease can be eradicated. It has 
been eradicated from various parts of 
the country. When Dr. Campbell, health 
officer of the Illinois Central railroad, 
first began practicing medicine in Logan 
county, III., he dispensed several ounces 
of quinine a week. Now there is no ma- 
laria in Logan county. Dr. Campbell 
thought that drainage had been the prin- 
cipal factor In this improvement. Dr. J. 
H. White of the public health service 
agreed with Dr. Campbell and even went 
further. He thought that the tile drain- 
age of northern and central Illinois had 
not only raised the value of land several 
fold but it had also eradicated malaria. 

Mr. Le Prince, who engineered the anti- 
mosquite work on the canal zone, advo- 
cated tile drainage. Open ditches are 
apt to do no more than eh.ft the breeding 
places of mosquitoes.

-LTHOUGH the Marauils of Sligo 
has been officially described as the 
heir to the honors and entailed es- 
tates of the Marquis of Clanri- 
carde, yet the latter’s death. on 
Friday last in London is likely to lead 
to a contest in the courts for the prop- 
erty and before the committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords for the peer- 
ages connected therewith. 

It is perfectly true that old Lord Clan- 
ricarde, who had attained his 86th year, 
was unmarried. But it seems that there 
are still in existence a number of heirs 
in the male line direct of the Hon. Ed- 
mund de Burgh, fifth-and youngest son 
at the third Barl of Clanricarde. Ed- 
mund de Burgh, who was also called 


Burke, the latter being the modern cor- 


ruption of De Burgh, married Cather- 
ine, daughter of Thomas St. Lawrence 
of County Tipperary, and left a number 
of children, including several sons, on 
his death on June 22, 16389. 

Now, while descendants in the male 
line of these sons of Edmund can have 
no possible claim of succession to the 
marquisate of Clanricarde, which was 
only created in 1825, they have rights to 
the earldom of Clanricarde and to the 
barony of Dunkellin, both of which were 
bestowed by Henry VIII. at his palace 
of Greenwich in July, 1543, upon Ulick 
de Burgh, or Burke, surnamed “ Ullk of 
the Heads,“ and who was ninth chief of 
Clanricarde, that is to say, of the clan 
of Burkes. The descendants in the male 
line of Edmund de Burke have also rights 
to the entailed estates of Clanricarde 
prior to those of the Marquis of Sligo, 


— 

Under the circumstances it may be well 
for ahygmen bearing the name of Burke 
on this side of the Atlantic to ascertaln 
‘whether or not they can trace their de- 
scent from the Edmund de Burgh who 
died at his home at Kiltornan, in County 
Galway, in 1638. Any one who succeeds 
in establishing his descent from the 
aforesaid Edmund will now stand a fair 
chance of finding himself Earl of Clan- 


valuable estates yielding a revenue of 
about $250,000. The entailed property 
embraces about’ 60,000 Acres in Ireland, 
mainiy in Galway, and much real es- 
tate in London, where the late marquis 
was one of the great ground landlords, 

There will be no contest about the unen- 
tailed fortune of the old marquis, which.

him some years ago, passed, under the 
terms of his will, to his hephew, Capt. the 
Hon. Frederick Canning Lascelles of the 
royal navy, and of Sutton Waldron house 
at Blandford, in Dorsetshire. Nearly sev- 
enty years of age, he is a widower with 
a number of children by his marriage 
with the daughter of Sir Adolphus Lid- 
dell. His eldest surviving son, Alan 
Frederick Lascelles, is a 30 year old officer 
of the army, now at the front in France, 
and unmarried, while a daughter, 
Blanche, is maid of honor to Queen Alex- 
andra and as such entitled to the prefix 
of “honorable” to her Christian name.

So Rockefeller Bought 


Corner, 
Out All His Patrons. 


_ Tarrytown, N. v., April 16.—[Special.]— 
John Melin, the Swedish innkeeper of 
Sleepy Hollow who defied John D. Rock- 
efeller for years, was buried today in 
Sleepy Hollow cemetery. Melin, who re- 
fused all kinds of offers from the oil king 
if he would sell out his saloon, died yes- 


terday in the almshouse. 


Melin owned a corner across from the 
entrance of the oil king’s estate, where 
he conducted a saloon years before Rock- 
efeller came to Pocantico Hills. The oil 
king, through agents, tried to buy the sa- 
loon, but Melin was too shrewd. After 
trying for several years to buy the corner 
Rockefeller gave up the idea and proceed- 
ed to buy the property around Melin. He 
put in as tenants men employed on his 
estate. To do this it was necessary to 
buy all of Briggsville. 


Mr. Rockefeller then issued orders that 


none of his tenants should patronize 
Melin. The result was that Melin's busi- 
ness dwindled.

“ But, inaemuch as it is necessary to 
proceed in an economical manner, it 
would have been of great service to the 
population if the projected American 
relief had not failed on account of the 
conditions imposed by Great Britain. 
Germany had declared readiness to give 
ald guarantees that could be asked on the 
basis of international law, in order to 
make it certain that food supplies from 
America would not be used for Germany's 
advantage or requisition:d in Poland. 
The British government, however, made 
conditions which it must certainly have 
known could not be complied with. 
“One of these stipulations, which is 
contrary to international law, was that 
the German and Austro - Hungarian 
armies of occupation should not be pro- 
visioned from Poland. The fact is that 
Germany has exported no food suppijes 
from Poland in the current agricuitural 
year, which can be proved. But Germany 
must decline to give up the right con- 
ceded by international law to provision 
the armies of occupation from the occu- 
ed territory. 


CAN’T CONCEDE THIS POINT. 


“Furthermore Germany cannot con- 


cede another British demand~which by 
the way is not clear—that Germany give 
a certain quantity of other goods as an 
offset to imported American grain. The 


British government apparently is not 


conscious of the fact that Germany is 
able to feed the Polish population until 
the next harvest without outside as- 
sistance, and entered into the negotia- 
tions only because the people must be 
fed in rather economical fashion and 
because Germany desired to show her 
good will toward the Poles. 

“The Germans wish to avoid giving 
alms to the Poles. The retreating Rus- 
sians destroyed the roads, railroads, 
bridges, and everything else necessary 
for the life of the country. Entire con- 
struction must be undertaken, and 45,000 
Polish workmen have been employed for 
months in building roads, and many 


DUE TO SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

“That as much has been accomplished 
as has is due largely to self-government, 
which previously was unknown in Poland, 


and was introduced by the Germans. We, 


drew up city and county constitutions 
and the Poles, who now participate in 
the administration of the local govern- 
ment, are of.course ready to collaborate 
with the Germans in the interest of their 
countrymen. As the Russian civil of 
cers had fied, we were able to advance) 
in this direction only step by step. 
“Formerly all the judges were Rus- 
sian. Now almost all the justices of 
peace are Polish citizens, natives of the 
country. In the higher courts the Polish 
element is steadily on the Increase. We 
opened schools in which instruction is 
given in the Polish language. It is gen- 
erally known that recently we opened the 
University of Warsaw, with instruction 
in Polish. We inaugurated university 
extension lectures to obtain teachers. Our 


object is to educate the Poles for self- 


government and thus enable them to take 
part to an increasing extent in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of their own 
oountry.”’ 


CALLS OUTLOOK HOPELESS. - 

New York, April 16.—The outlook for 
the civil population of the belligerent 
countries of Europe is almost hopeless 
according to Frederick C. Walcott of this 
city, European representative of the war 
relief committee of the Rockefeller foun- 
dation, who arrived here today on the 
steamer New York from Liverpool. All 
the private charity in the worid could not 


entirely relieve the distress of noncom- | 


batants, he said, unless private aid is sup- 
plemented by government assistance from 
neutral countries, in the form of loans. 

“I traveled through the countries dev- 
astated by the war,” Mr. Walcott said, 
and I have had unusual opportunity of 
seeing something of the innocent victims. 
Jam convinced that it is the noncombat- 
ants of the civil population in Poland, 
Belgium, Serbia, Armenia, and northern 
France who are being the most severe 
punished. : 

The prospects for early peace do not 
appear hopeful, and what will happen in 
the meantime to the innocent sufferers is 
my greatest concern. I still hope that 
some practical way may be found to re- 
Heve Poland, where the distress is perhaps 
more deep seated and widespread than

American life insurance companies for 


some time have been considering the prob- 
able effect of a big war on their mortality 
experience and their ability to meet death 
claims without impairing their solvency. 
Not much data on the war experience of 
European companies is available, but 80 
far as is known, no European company 
has yet been wrecked by its war losses. 
Life insurance conditions in Europe, 
however, are not the same as here. In 
the countries now engaged in the great 
conflict life Insurance i» not so common as 
in America. It is carried mostly by older 
men, men who, as a rule, are not sent to 
the trenches. Thus, notwithstanding the 
large numbers of men engaged, the pro- 
portion of policy holders exposed to se- 
vere fighting is much smaller even than 
‘might be indicated by a comparison of 
the numbers of policy holders with the 
numbers of adult males in each country. 
The Buropean companies, furthermore, 
Are protected by war clauses,” which 
reduce or abrogate their liability. 
Kore Young Americans Insured. 
In America life insurance on young men 
“se common. The average age of all Amer-

Wisconsin Fund Wiped Out.

Interinsurance Test in Suit. 

In view of the rapid growth of inter- 
insurance in recent years, especially ‘n 
the middle west, much interest is taken 
by underwriters in a suit brought re- 
cently at Tacoma, Wash. Interineurance 
ig the exchange of individual contracts 
of indemnity between those desiring in- 
surance, each insured assuming à pro- 
portionate share of each risk. The ex- 
change of contracts is effected through an 
attorney in fact authorized to bind each 
ineured individually. 

Naturally, many objections to the inter- 
insurance plan have been urged in com- 
petition by representatives of incorporat- 
ed insurance companies, both stock and 
mutual. One of the most common of 
these, the claim that a mercantile or

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MAYOR FINDS TAX

Travelers When Buying Ticket 
te Extra 50 Gents for 
Bus Transfer. 


Investigators for Mayor Thompson, who 
are inquiring into the Frank Parmelee 
company’s sources of income, have dis- 
covered that virtually every traveler 
passing through Chicago pays the com- 
pany a uniform tax of 50 cents when he 
buys his railroad ticket. 

The mayor’s campaign started with an 
effort to curb the excessive Parmelee 
rates either through existing ordinances 
or measures to be drafted by the corpora- 
thon counsel. It has extended, however, 
to a consideration of the little stub” 
which appears among the attachments 
of most transcontinental tickets naming 
Chicago as a transfer point. 


Ostensibly a Free Ride. 

This, ostensibly, calls for a free ride 
between stations, wherever such a trans- 
fer is necessary, the Parmelee company 
to provide the transportation. Inasmuch 
as few tern roads enter the same 
depots as those used by their western 
connections, the little excursion is al- 
most always provided for. 

It ie not, however, a freeride. For each 
of the little “stubs” the passenger. 
whether he likes it or not, is taxed 50 
cents more than the regular mileage rate, 
said 50 cents beipg a perquisite of the 
Parmelee company. The charge is in- 
cluded in, the price of the ticket. 


Autos Not Provided, 
Terminal officials in Chicago admit the 
Parmelee checks are seldom used. If 
the traveler elects to take advantage of 
his stub he may have immigrant 
transportution—a ride to the station spe- 
cified in a horse drawn omnibus. But the 
“stub” is not accepted for ai\Q>mobile 
transportation, or even for a ride toe 
hotel, where most travelers go between 
trains. 

One feature of the system about which

Wants Money Kept in Britain. 
“It is also most desirable that moneys 

which accrue abroad to British subjects 


or firms should be brought back to this; K. 
country and that holders of foreign se- 


curities should when practicable, realize 
their holdings and invest the proceeds in 
British securities. ; 

“In partieular, I would point out 
the remittances of money to America fo 
the purchase of American securities and 
reinvestment in America of méney avail- 
able for remittance to this country is di 
rectly opposed to the objects of the treas- 
ury scheme for purchasing American se- 
curities. Securities thus yperchased 
abroad cannot be dealt in on the stock 
exchange under the temporary regula- 
tions. Although these rules apply only 
to members of the stock exchange, mos 
financial houses have throughout volun 
tarily observed the restrictions and I rely 
upon a continuance of their assistance 
in discouraging investments abroad.”
